The following day, November ?, 
the attack was slow and uncertain, 
and the infantry did not reach its 
objective until a late hour.

W ashington, D. C., Nov. I.—Sam­ 
uel Compels, speaking last night 
for organized labor, declared the in­ 
junction in the coal strike case 
"can only result in creating new 
and more disturbing issues which 
may not be confined solely to the 
miners.” 
The statem ent, issued jointly by 
Gompers, Vice President Well and 
Secretary Morrison of the federa­ 
tion, after they had protested to 
Attorney General Palm er against 
the action of the Federal Court at 
Indianapolis, follows: 
"Throughout the period of the 
war and during the nation’s time o* 
stress the miners of America labor­ 
ed patiently, patriotically and a r­ 
duously, in order that the princi 
pies of freedom 
and 
democracy 
might triumph over the forces ot 
arbitrary 
authority, 
dictatorship 
and despotism. 
"W hen armed hostilities ceased 
last November the miners found 
themselves in the paradoxical posi­ 
tion where their intensive labors 
were being used to further enrich 
the owners of coal mines and m er­ 
chants dealing in coal by the im­ 
m ediate reduction of the mining or 
coal. 
Of course, the mine owners 
readily conceived 
that 
an over­ 
abundance of mined coal would se­ 
riously disturg the high prices of 
coal and endanger their larger mar 
gin of profits. 
"On the other hand, the miners 
found that with the constantly ris 


ing cost of necessities of life and 
with their income reduced over 50 
per cent because of idleness, they 
had reached the limit of human en­ 
durance.
